NOTE: Features regarding "a transmission circuit" and "a receiving circuit" in a transmitter and a receiver constitutes a 
new circuit not addressed in the claims before final. Please note that the deleted parts refer back to "a transmitter 1 ' and a "receiver with 
the amendments it now refers back to "the transmission circuit" and "the receiving circuit", which raises new issues . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The combination of Buchner and Desai discloses 
an interrupting unit for interrupting power to a transceiver. Examiner would like to point out that Buchner discloses a transceiver in a 
control unit 1 , and desai discloses a receiver/controller with power control means to save power, from the teachings of Buchner and Desai 
it would have been obvious to modify Buchner to include the power saving of Desai. Furthermore the limitation "a switch for detecting that 
the user has boarded the vehicle is included as one of the plurality of switches" it is disclosed by Buchner; monitoring circuits 13, 14, 15 of 
figure 3; as disclosed by Buchner communication is activated between a transceiver unit and a transmitter 9, when the monitoring 
switches are activated, col. 4 lines 7-25.
